ALL TYPES SERVICE NEEDED 


His Duties Are to Enroll All Adult 
Men Who For Patriotic Rea­ 
sons are Willing to Work 


A. Ti. Stew art has been made head 


enrollment 
agent 
of 
the 
United 
States Public 
Service 
Reserve 
in 
this county, through the recommen­ 


dation of the County Council of De­ 


fence. 
Mr. Stew art will 
begin his 


duties in two or three weeks, just 


as soon as an office can be opened 
and the necessary supplies are re­ 
ceived for the 
purpose 
of enroll­ 
ment. The duties of the heath enroll­ 


ment agent and the 
purpose of the 
reserve is as follows: 


F irs t: 
To enroll as members of 


the reserve all classes o f adult men, 
who, for patriotic reasons, ale w ili­ 


ng to accept employment, 
engage 


in additional employment or change 
from their present 
occupation 
to 


other employment, 
which would be 


of more importance to the 
national 


w elfare; men who are now employed 
in work which is not of vital imped­ 


ance to-the national w elfare; also 


men who are only partially employ­ 


ed and 
whose 
financial 
condition 
makes it unnecessary for them 
to 
earn a livelihood. His duties are fu r­ 


ther to present 
to members of the 


reserve for employment 
which are 


vital to the national welfare and in 


exceptional eases where men are fin­ 


ancially 
able 
to make them he of 
service to the national welfare, and 
in certain cases their services will 
probably be without compensation. 


A ll types of service are needed. It 


is desired that all men who are able 


to give service 
in 
any 
capacity, 


should enroll, scientific and profes­ 


sional men, 
mechanical, 
electrical, 
civil, sanitary, 
chemical 
and 
all 
other engineers, executives, admin­ 


istrators, superintendents and fore­ 


men, 
draftsmen, 
mechanics, 
a c­ 
countants, clerks, estimators, agri­ 


culturists, laborers 
and all 
others 
should enroll. 


A ll parties enrolling will he fu r­ 


nished 
an 
application 
form 
and 


when the application form is filled 
out it will he necessary to see that 


it is complete in every respect. It is 


also desirable that each person en- 
rolling shall make a voluntary con­ 


tribution of twenty-five cents and he 
will be issued 
a receipt 
thei'efor. 


This money will he for the purpose 


of furnishing the party registering a 
reserve 
button 
and 
to defray the 


costs of supplies, clerical help and 


etc., incident to the administration 
of the reserve in Washington. 
The 
contribution is voluntary and may 
be waived by any person enrolling.

Are Is­ 
sued, Bearing 4 Per Cent Com­ 
pound Interest

bondholder” by the investment

hut twentv-five cent>. 


This is because

Wf amp plan 
which 
I ’ne lie Sam 
is 


putting in effect through the |>ost- 


oftiees throughout, the country. Tho 
stamps have been received at the 
local postoffice where everything is 


in readiness fo r the execution of the 


new savings plan 
which has been 


instituted for two reasons; that the 


government may he using the money 
and in order that those who eould 


not afford to purchase Liberty Loan 


bonds can buy bonds in this way. 


The plan is very simple. 
A war 


thrift stamp can he purchased for 


twenty-five cents. W ith it is given a 


card, non-transferable, on which is 


written the name and address of the 


owner. 
Ju st as frequently 
as the 


owner wishes he may purchase the 


twenty-five cent 
stamps and have 


them stuck on the card. 
When the 


card is filled with sixteen stamps, or 
four dollars in savings, it may be 


presented with twelve cents to the 


post odic# where a war-savings cer­ 


tificate bearing four per cent inter­ 


est that is compounded quarterly is 


issued. 
In other words it is a five 
dollar government bond. 
It is even 
more profitable than a Liberty Bond 
inasmuch 
as the 
interest is com­ 
pounded on the one and not on the 


other. 
The thrift certificates 
are 


payable in 1923 or at any postoffice 


at any time with accrued interest 
up to the hour of demand. 


Or, the 
w ar 
saving 
certificates 
may he brough in another way. One 


can purchase a $4.12 w ar certificate 
or as many of them up to this ratio 


as he desire up to one hundred dol­ 


lars worth. 
He can not buy more 


than one hundred dollars worth at 


one time or own 
more than 
one 
thousand dollars worth at one time. 
During the 
months 
o f 
December 


1917 and Ja n u a ry 1918, the price of 


the certificates shall 
be $4.12 and 
one cent shall 
he 
added 
every 


month, thereafter during the calen­ 
dar year of 1918. Thus the sum nec­ 
essary to add to a card filled with 


lh thrift stamps to obtain a certi­ 


ficate in December 1918, will be 23 


cents. 
R u ral and city carriers will 


sell the stamps and he supplied by 
the postmaster. 


The government 
in this way is 
giving every man, woman and child 
in the country 
an opportunity 
to 


aid in financing the war.

France. 
Dispatches say they have 


been there for some time. The 150th 


regiment o f field artillery is a part 
of the rainbow 
division 
and

formerly the 
1st Indiana artillery. 


It was divulged today that this div­ 


ision embarked October .18. 
Coletstoek enlisted in Company B 


off the old Fourth Indiana here and 


was one of the men transferred to 
the artillery before it became a unit 


in the Rainbow division. 
The letter 
follow s:

Have arrived safe and sound and

maple sugar and send it. 


, W e were all 
happy 
to see land 
even if it 
was 
strange,

w ater got to be an old 
thing. 
I 


don’t think any dangers were sight- 
on our way. 
The 
time 
passes 


quickly hut it seems an age since I 


was at home on 
the farm. 
I wish 
you ail a happy Thanksgiving, 
as 
you may not receive this. until after 
then. 
I hope to he able to -end you 
all something Christmas, 
hut don’t 


know whether I will he get to or not. 


I don’t know where I ani or where I 


will he, hut of course I would not he 
permitted to tell if I did know.

to tell

would get to the 
enemy 
and give 


them valuable information as T am 


trying my hest to keep within the 
limits and when I come hack I can 
tell yon all about it.
